COLUMBUS, O., April120.—Up 


and down the drought areas of 
the state farmers are rejoicing at 
the early visit 
of summer-like 


weather which has brought them, 
promise of relief from crop-losses 
suffered in hot and arid 1930. 


The early warm-weather is ex- 


pected to prove a big advantage* 
to farmers in their attempts to 
recover from the hay shortage 
that struck the state when the 
weatherman turned his back on 
Ohio last July and August. 


Though no warm weather canj 


ever make up for the extreme 
failures of- clover and grass seeds 
in the drought-stricken sections, 
the so-called "early summer* is 
expected 
to 
hasten substitute 


crops along to an early and bump- 
er harvest. 


Success of these crops depends 


upon the state 
soil moisture, 


about which there remains some 
doubt, according to R. D. Lewis, 
farm crops expert at Ohio State 
University. 
Some farm experts 


believe soil moisture is sufficient 
even -now, others hold it to be 
inadequate. 


If moisture does prove to be in- 


adequate, the warm weather's 
early arnvaL providing it stays, 
probably will result in a good 
early season growth of pastures.

a good stand of wheat, and a plen- 
tiful supply of early-sown oats, 
Prof. Lewis thinks. 


The use of cerial crops, such as 


oats, wheat, barley and rye, to 
confront the 1931 hay shortage, 
was particularly recommended by 
the university soils department in 
recent instructions issued to farm- 
ers. 


"Cerial 
crop 
yields probably 


will be larger than, ordinary crops 
of clover and mixed hay if har- 
vested at the proper time," the 
farm bulletin said. 


Oats rank first, with wheat sec- 


ond, 
and barley, which may be 


cut for hay, is least desirable of 
all, except late-cut rye, the de- 
partment said. 


Seriousness of the situation in 


the drought-hit part of the state 
was pointed out in another part 
of the bulletin which noted that 
71 per cent of spring seedings of 
grass and legume crops were lost 
or parched last August. 


While farmers 
are 
worrying 


about their crops, 
thousands of 


Ohio home gardeners soon will be 
turning backyards and vacant lots 
into plots where they will raise 
fresh vegetables. 


As soon as the 
soil can be 


worked, specialists point out, it is 
a good idea to plant such vege- 
tables as radishes, lettuce, car- { 
rots, early turnips, cabbage, kohl-' 
rabi, early irish potatoes, 
peas, 


onion sets, and seed, beets, pars- 
nips, salsify, spinach and parsley. 
These crops are cool season crops 
and are best planted early. 


A trial planting of Golden Ban- 


tam sweet corn may be planted 
just after the first planting of 
peas, radishes and lettuce. If it 
is injured by^froat the loss will be 
but little -and if it matures there 
will be-lots of sweet, juicy ears in 
July. "To Insure"a continuous alp- 
ply until the frost of October, it 
is best to plant sweet corn about 
every week or ten days until July 
4.

Early Alaska peas may 
be 


| planted first and followed almost 
at once with the sweeter, higher 
quality wrinkled type of peas. 


Two weeks after the first plant- 


ing in the garden, string beans 
may be planted with reasonable 
safety. Stnngless green pods are 
best and they should be planted 
every 10 days until about July 4. 
However, it is a poor practice to 
plant tomatoes early as they are 
a warm season crop
